I do not charge A ttor­ 
ney General Keeling or Secretary 
of State Staples as being klansmeit 
or acting with them , 
but 
I do 
ehaige that within four hours after 
my nomination this klan spokes­ 
man started to Austin to keep* m.v 
name off the ticket. 
He knew that 
the democats had not nominated 
the choice of the 
democracy of 
Texas and he was afraid to put 
both of our names on the ballot. 
They have prevented it by a tech­ 
nicality and they now* find th e m ­ 
selves fed on some of the sanre 
kind of medicine they fed the peo­ 
ple of Texas. 
But no technicality 
can prevent the 
people 
of this 
State going to th e polls and writing 
the name 'George Peddy,' on tho 
ballots with their pencils.”

EDDIE MAHAN’S FAWJDUS PLAY 


When Edd e Mahan played at Harvard he made famous one kina 
of play that has been mentioned in connection with his name ever since. 
Any running play that starts ten yards behind the line of scrim ­ 
m age ought to be easy to stop. 
That is why the ordinary end run froa. 
kick formation seldom gains much ground. 
The runner usually runs a 
long time before he is tackled but his running is mostly toward the 
sideiines. 
This play however has succeeded wonderfully. 
It is not an end run. 
It !s aimed to go directly over the defensive tackle's position. 
The play is made from the open formation, with an unbalanced iiri -. 
The Left End goes down immediately for one of the defensive 
backs. 
The Left Tackle holds momentarily and then he also goes down 
for one of the defensive backs. 
The Center and Left Guard hold in the line until the play is sure 
to reach the line of scrim m age and then they likewise go down as 
interference. 
The Right Guard and the Right Tackle block off the defensive 
guard. 
This man must be taken out of the play tor the runner, is com ­ 
ing across the lint not far from where he is located. 
These two men 
must get the guard. 
The best way for them to do this is forjthe tackle 
to turn him in and then for the guard to take him from the outside and 
pin him in 
The Right End Allows The Defensive Tackle To Come Across Free. 
He goes for the defensive end and attempts to shut him from the path 
of the play. 
After the tackle has come across the No. 2 Back takes him from 
the side and thrusts him outward. 
The No. 1 Back runs as indicated, crashing the defensive guard if 
he Is not already taken care ot. 
If he is smothered the No. 1 Back 
goes on to the defensive tackle. 
The No. 3 Back goes for the defensive end. 
The No. 4 Back receives the ball from the center and starts toward 
the right as if for an end run. 
This causes the tackle who has come 
across to swerve to the outside. 
The No. 4 Back turns in and runs 
right across the po#tion vacated by the defensive tackle. 
This play is based on deceiving the tackle, who can hardly do other 
than the work outlined for him. 
It has worked with great success and few people ever knew why.
